N e w Kngland proved to he e^ce'len* 
for fillips and our Cape Cod fishermen 
w e r e as fine a lot of sa ilo rs as could 
he found a n y w h e re . 
Iiiter-e om m u ni 
cation b etw een the co lo n ie s w a s <a dei 
by sea than 
by land, and 
with this 
impe tus, the fishing ind ustry to pro 
vide tile sailors , 
and 
the 
w o o d s 
of 
New E n g la n d to m a k e the v e s s e l s we 
had 
a 
keen 
m ariti me 
interest. 
The 
supe rio rity of our sh ip s w a s definitely 
proved in tile war of 1812. 
'I’he reign of the A m e ric a n Clipper 
Ship in for eig n trade w a s r o u g h l y be­ 
tween 1830 and 1890. W e traded with 
tim East 
in 
si lk s and s p ic e s ; 
with 
Africa for s l a v e s and ivory; with A u s ­ 
tralia for w o o l; with Eu ro pe in wheat, 
cotton, and r a w pr od u ct s in e x c h a n g e 
for m a n u fa ctu re d goods. Th en too our 
sh ip s e n g a g e d in c o a s t w i s e trade. Rice 
from R an go on to Japan. Die products 
of the East 
were carried to Europe, 
and so on. T h e fast A m e ric a n Clipper 
ship won a ro man tic place in history 
that will nev er he forgotten. 
A lter the Civil War the iron s t e a m ­ 
ship was found profitable and d e p e n d ­ 
able on 
the sea. 
E n g la n d 
with 
her 
iron industry’, and k n o w l e d g e ol build­ 
ing m a c h i n e s soon e x ce ll e d in build­ 
ing this type of ships. 
Tile st e a m e r s 
we re fa st er and 
could 
be depend ed 
upon for reg u lar s a i l in g s and arrival s 
w h e r e the s ai lin g vessel wou ld have 
to wait for winds. 
A ls o E n g la n d had 
d eve lop ed a vast colon ial trade and 
w a s not co n ten t to ha ve it carried in 
foreign bottoms.

definitely been dis pl ace d by the s t e a m ­ 
er. 
E n g l a n d ’s trade with her colon ies 
w a s in cre a si n g by leap s and behinds, 
her m a n u fa ct u re d go od s sound a ready 
market in the co lon ies, and the raw 
p rodu ct s of lier c o lon ie s found a ready 


market in E ngl an d 
We had no c o ­ 
lonial trade, but found o u r s e lv es near 
Iv a 
self-sufficient nation, independ 
ent of sea borne commerc e, al so our 
g o v e rn m en t was o ccu pi ed with i n t e r ­ 
nal prob le ms, the W e st er n lands, s i l ­ 
ver. “trust bust ing .” and so on. Ship 
ping 
received 
little 
g o vern m en t 
aid. 
When tile Pa n a m a Canal was open ed 
a 
profitable 
int er- coa st al 
trade

d evelo p ed and the b u si ne ss was
